Ordinarily a retiring president 
at the beginning of a short ses­ 
sion of congress is shelved.

ceded that he could have been re­ 
nominated. and in view of

He la 
young enough to be drafted eight

Paris, Dec. 4—(ZP)—Implying that 
Henry M. Blackmer was a political 
refugee, although not expressing 
that opinion officially, the French 
extradition court today refused to 
hand the Denver oil man over to

His extradition had been 
requested on the baals of a federal 
indictment charging him with per­ 
jury and growing out of alleged 
false income tax returns. 
The official reasons which re­ 
leased from the French surveil­ 
lance the principal figure in the 
famous Continental Trading com­ 
pany of the Washington oil cases, 
were: 
That a false declaration of in­ 
come tax is not a 
crime 
in 
France, but it Is misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine. 
That the Franco-American ex­ 
tradition treaty, insofar as it re­ 
lates to false swearing, covers 
only perjury In court. 
That a false declaration being 
only a misdemeanor In France is 
outlawed by a three years sta­ 
tute of limitations. 
Mr. Blackmer was officially re­ 
leased from all police supervision 
bere and now enjoys the same 
status as an ordinary American 
tourist rasident in France. He may 
remain in this country as long as 
he chooses, and on that basis, un­ 
less the case is reopened on some 
other charge.

Up to* the moment that the in­ 
dictment was handed up to Judge 
Mancuso* in general sessions there 
had been no intimation that more 
than three persons were 
to 
be 
charged with tile killing. 
When McManus Is arraigned to­ 
morrow he will plead not guilty 
and his lawyer will move for per­ 
mission to examine the minutes 
of the grand Jury, in the expressed 
belief that they will 
show 
Mc­ 
Manus to have been indicted on 
nothing more substantial than hear­ 
say evidence. 
The prosecution’s case against 
McManus, aud tho nature of his de­ 
fense, is more or

knowledge;

■ame time, he described the foreign 
relations of the United States gen­ 
erally as peaceful. 
After urging approval of the Kel­ 
logg treaty, Mr. Coolidge took up 
the naval bill calling for construc­ 
tion of fifteen cruisers and one air­ 
craft carrier and asked for its en­ 
actment. 
"Our navy,” he said, "according 
to generally accepted standards, is 
deficient in cruisers.” He said the 
bill now before the senate should 
be passed after a clause providing 
for completion of the work by a 
given date bad been eliminated. 
The measure was passed by the 
house last session. 
Should Guard Prosperity. 
Turning to the wage earner, Mr. 
Coolidge spoke as follows: 
"In its economic life,” he de 
dared, "our country has rejected 
the long accepted law of a limits 
tlon of the wage fund, which led 
to pessimism and despair because 
it was the doctrine of perpetual 
poverty, and has substituted for it 
the American conception that the 
only limit to profits and wages is 
production, which is the doctrine 
of optimism and hope because it 
leads to prosperity.” 
He concluded his message by 
saying a test had come 
to 
the 
United States on how it will deport 
itself in the “peace and prosperity” 
he ascribed to the nation. 
"The end of government is to 
keep open the opportunity tor a 
more abundant life,” Mr. Coolidge 
concluded. 
"Peace and prosperity 
are not finalities; they ere only 
methods. It is too easy under their 
intuence for a nation to become

tional life, a new archbishop 
of 
Canterbury, the 97th, was 
en­ 
throned today as primate of the 
established church of 
England. 
He is Dr, Cosmo Gordon 
.Lang, 
the former. Archbishop of 
New 
York, 
Perhaps never before had this 
ceremony been performed under 
such unusual 
and 
sad 
circum­ 
stances. 
The nation’s sovereign 
lay grevidusly ill in London and 
within a few hours of the arch­ 
bishop’s enthronement he 
was 
call by his covereign to serve on 
a special commission to which he 
delegated his powers during the 
period of his illness and 
conval­ 
escence. 
For the most part 
there 'was 
but little 
deviation 
from 
old 
customs in the two-hour 
per­ 
formance of the medieval 
cere­ 
mony. There were two 
conces­ 
sions to modern needs— first, the 
whole service was conducted in 
English Instead of partly in Latin 
as heretofore; second, the 
pri­ 
mate made an innovation by de­ 
livering an address at 
his 
en­ 
thronement.

This Innovation 
arose 
from 
the present difficulties in the Eng 
Bsh church in 
connection 
with

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DEER SCARCITY 
BEING FEARED 


Situation Arouses Much 
Comment From Hunt­ 
ers and Press 


Sportsmen and the press of the 
upper peninsula are showing: signs 
of becoming alarmed over the deer 
situation, fearing the repetitions of 
this year's slaughter will result in 
the eventual extinction of the ant­ 
lered tribe. 
Some old-time Delta county hunt­ 
ers, who claim there was a scarcity 
of bucks in the woods this year 
and tell of the wasteful slaughter 
of does that were ehot by mistake, 
are advocating a bi-ennial buck 
season. Others favor the alternat­ 
ing of seasons between the buck 
an does, while still others would 
have the season opened on both 
buck and doe, but permit the kill­ 
ing of only one deer by each hunt­ 
er. 
Calling attention to the growing 
army of hunters in the woods each 
year, the Ironwood Daily Globe in 
a recently published editorial sees 
the closing of the season as the 
solution of the diminishing deer 
problem. 
The editorial reads as follows: 
“The upper peninsula has passed 
through another season of deer 
slaughtering 
during which thou­ 
sands of bucks and not a small 
number of does and fawn fell be­ 
fore the mutlitude of rifles that 
could be heard on every section of 
tim ber land at frequent intervals. 
How many deer w’ere killed it is 
difficult to estimate, but this fact 
is established—the largest number 
of hunters in history invaded the 
forests of Michigan in search of 
deer this season. 
It is fair to as­ 
sum e that the percentage of deer 
slain this year was almost as large 
as a year or two years ago when 
weather conditions were conduc­ 
tive to a large kill and there were 
fewer hunters in the woods. 
“How long can 
this 
slaughter 
continue? We should like to an­ 
swer that by saying the end is in 
sight and that unless drastic action 
is taken by the conservation com­ 
mission, the deer are going to dis­ 
appear from our forests. 
We can 
see only one solution of the prob­ 
lem, and that is to have a closed 
season on deer. 
We should like 
to see the sport of deer hunting 
abandoned entirely, but that is a 
drastic measure and it is more like­ 
ly the 
conservation 
commission 
would first consider such a plan 
as has been adopted in Wisconsin 
which, it may be said, also has its 
drawbacks. 
“A Fox River valley newspaper 
only a few days ago praised the 
conservation commission of Michi­ 
gan and concluded 
an 
editorial 
with the suggestion that Michigan 
is far ahead of Wisconsin in regard 


to the treatm ent of the deer situa­ 
tion. 
This we 
seriously 
doubt. 
Wisconsin has a closed season on 
deer during odd years and has the 
one-buck law. 
The only argument 
against this arrangem ent 
is 
one 
that does not stand unchallenged. 
The 
men use is that deer become so 
tame when they are not shot at 
for more than a year that they be­ 
come easier prey to the hunter. 
But that is hardly as bad as the 
situation in Michigan where a hunt­ 
er cannot walk five minutes in 
some parts of the timberland with­ 
out running into another hunter. 
Nine fatalities in the deer hunting 
season have a bearing on such a 
statement. 
“The Upper Peninsula Develop­ 
ment Bureau, the Northern Michi­ 
gan Sportsmen's 
association, and 
various civic organizations in every 
town and ham let of the upper pen­ 
insula should petition the conser­ 
vation commission to bring about a 
change in the deer hunting law to 
give much greater protection than 
the regulations now afford, lf they 
fail in this, one of the attractions 
of the peninsula as a summer re­ 
sort region will be lost. We cannot 
afford to wait until the deer be­ 
come scarce. 
Then it will be too 
late to enforce new regulation. The 
action must be taken at once if we 
are to preserve the deer as one of 
the attractions of the peninsula. 
“There are many encouraging 
signs. 
The peninsula has more 
sportsmen than it ever had. 
More 
men who were just plain killers 
are now seeing the light. 
Men who 
hunted IO, 15 or 20 years have 
come to realize that despite re­ 
ports from various parts of the 
country, deer are not as plentiful 
as they used to be, and they are 
advocating a change. 
It is prob­ 
able that a flnel check on the sale 
of deer licenses will show at least 
70.000 hunters were in the woods. 
If one of every seven hunters killed 
a buck, the slaughter amounted to 
10.000 during the season. 
Are we 
going to stay idle and see the deer 
exterm inated? 
That is the situa­ 
tion unless a drastic 
change 
ie 
brought about.” 


New York (ZP)—If all room noise 
could be eliminated during the re­ 
ception of telephoned epeech, says 
Dr. Harvey Fletcher of Bell Tele­ 
phone Laboratories, the electrical 
power delivered to a telephone re­ 
ceiver could be reduced to one 
one-hundredth of its present value.

out fining It. Furst passed over 
tbs spot twice before he noted a 
pinkish color through the snow, 
which when scraped away reveal­ 
ed the knuckles of 
the 
man’s 
hand. 
Transporting the body out of 
the dense swamp, over windfalls 
and jaro-piles, also proved a task 
for Coroner Sven Johnson 
and 
Sheriff J. M. Hewitt, local

charge as soon as the body

Kleist was a heavy man, 
weighing

Bottom ley won w ith a total of 
76 points of a possible 80, next 
to the highest recorded. 
O’F ar­ 
rell's victory in 1926 was gained 
w ith 79 votes. Bottom ley won the

70 points. 
Rogers Hornsby, now a member
